Parifl BMithante and financial in- 
stitutions have been warned that an 
elusive crook, who operates under 
various names, is at liberty again, 
and has entered the fields in whic^ 
his former aetlTitl«B mOde him 
feared. Duringr the past three years, 
this man, who so far has evaded 
tlie police, has swindled twenty-five 
member banks of the American 
Bankers' Asooeiatlon. and one non- 
member bank out of more than $43.- 
000, according to the warnings sent 
out by the Association. 

This man moves to a new city, 
and opens an account w^th from two 
to eight banks, according to local- 
ity, and then proceeds to "kite" 
them. say§ the warning. When ho 
has gained Xi\e confidence of variol a 
banks, and has a fairly substantial 
sum deposited in one of them, he 
secures from that instltntlon a cer- 
tified check for almost the total of 
Jiis deposit funds. He then draAv^s 
three or four checks for the same 
amount, upon which he forges certi- 
fied stamps. Armed with- these 
checks he visits other bank? where 
he has opened accounts, and thus 
far has succeeded in getting them 
cashed. He also works along mer- 
cantile lines, and Ttetimioai mer- 
chants by Uberal purchases, which 
he pays for with checks, which are 
oftorward ratanod nx, O."

Indianapolis. — \Mien the Grand 
Army of the Republic holds its annual 
reunion tiiis year msn tiban 10,000 of 
the Civil war veterans who attended 
the encampment of 1920 will be count- 
ed among the missing, as the ranks 
have b^n depleted to this extend 
throni^ the last year. 

Tbe total membership of the G. A. 
R. today is 93,155, while fts member- 
sliip in 1920 was 103,258. 

The total membership is scattered 
among 4^446 poots in etery 8tate.^)hio, 
with 10,241, has the largest m^nber- 
ship. with Pennsylvania second with 
9,122; New York third, 8,795; Illinois 
fourth, 6,868; Indiana fifth, 5,949; 
Massachusetts sixth, 5,856. No other 
state has 5,000 or more members. 

Property owned by all posts is 
valued at $2,075,027. jpf^ff lOal 
estate worth $802,841. 

Members in the old Confederate 
states total appronimately 2,200. 

The G. A. R. was <Mrganized in Illi- 
nois in the spring of 1866. \Vho its 
originatn>rs were is a matter of tradi- 
tion, rather than of record, says tlie 
report made to the national encamp- 
ment in 1800 by N. P. Ohlpman, then 
adjutant general oC tbo national or* 
ganization. 

First Post in 1866. 

"There can be no doubt that the 
late Got B. F. Stephenson of Deca- 
tur. HI., was one of the prime movers," 
says Chipman's report. "Being recog- 
nized as such, he organised the Urst 
post at Decatur. Ul." 

By -July, 1888, there wore 40 posts 
in Illinois, representatives of which 
met In convention and organized the 
state department. Stephenson was 
by common consent tbe provisional 
commander in chlet and poets were 
organised in other states, resulting in 
the first national encampment being 
lield at Indianapolis, November 20. 
18G6. After the Indianapolis conven- 
tion Chipman records that ''posts seem 
to have qpmng up as if by magic in 
all parts of ^e North,** but he adds 
there was no record of progress. Ten 
states were represented at the In- 
dianapolis encampment, 21 states in 
1867, 24 in 1868, 37 in 1869— having 
2.060 posts. 

At the 1868 encampmmt a mutual 
life insurance scheme was proposed, 
it being said that the G. A. R. had 
240.000 members. In 1867 it had been 
said that the state departmoits 
"claimed to represent a constttuency 
of over 200,000.**, But there is no au- 
thentic record of the number for the 
early years, the insurance pn>posal, 
containing an estimate. It is thought, 
and the 1867 estimate .being regarded 
as the number of Union soldim 
Ing in the jurisdiction of the state de- 
partments represented at the conven- 
tion. For Instance, the adjutant gen- 
eral's report at the 1870 encampment, 
when there were 80 departments, says 
it is 'Absolutely impossible for me to 
furnish anything like a correct report, 
of the present membership." 

Decline Constant 8inco 1890. 

In 1800, however, reports taken as 
authentic state that the membership 
was 409.489, the highest mark record- 
ed. Yvom 1878 to 1890 the growth 
was rapid, being from 02,000 to 85,000 
annually. Since 1880 the decline has 
been constant except for a 3,000 gain 
in 1906, said to be due to prospects 
of favorable pension legislation. Sub- 
sequent enrollment figures from the 
time the G. A. R. reached its aenitfa 
to the present time follow :

WINTER RELIEF 

The .«quirrel and many other ani- 
mils provide their winter supply 
during the summer months. Man in 
a sense acquires his disposition to 
protect him.self by storing up pro- 
visions during the days of plenty. 
And as the summer months pass by 
the fall season approaches thought- 
ful, philanthropic people who are en- 
gaged in caring for those who ar;^ 
less fortunate in many ways than 
they are, are turning their atten- 
tion to the impending relief work 
that will be n ec e ssa ry in foreign 
countries. Five million bushels of 
grain have been asked for in con- 
nection with the preliminary sur- 
vey in the Near East.

Miss Linda Milleir will aall from 

New York, August 20, on the Alba- 
nia, by way of England and the 
Mediterranean, to Burma, India, as 
a Northern Baptist Missionary. 
Mies Miller waa educated at Ken- 
tucky College for Women, and 
Georgetown College, taught at th<.' 
Univer.sity of Tennessee, and is a 
.c:raduate of the Teachers' College 
Columbia University. She was a 
W. C. A. worker in France durinj^ 
the war. China was IMIhs Miller.s* 
choice as a mission field, but on ap- 
plication, she was asked to go to 
Burma, ahd agreed to do ao. She will 
teach Bni^lBh in a mission school. 
Her first task will be to learn the 
language, one of the three t-housand 
dialects spoken in India. Her school 
will not be assigned her uuntil she 
reaches Rangoon, a modern Burmese 
seaport of 500,000 people. 

Questioned as to her preparatioTis 
for leaving. Miss Miller said that the 
details of her outfit and the tre- 
mendous amount of red tape incident 
to her departure made her feel as if 
she were going to housekeepin;:. 
Each missionary is allowed two tons 
of freight, which must be completely 
invoiced^ Among the articles em- 
phaaised in the lengthy lisf sent for 
her assistance were bed, lamps, mir- 
rors, keys and books. Among other 
thtaigs. her will must be auide out, 
a copy taken with her, and a copy 
left at headquarters. White clothes 
are used largely in Burma, thouph 
not entirely. Clothing must be 
changed daily. When laundry time 
comes, the wash man takea the gar- 
ments to the river and beats them 
out on the rocks. While many Euro- 
pean articles may be purchased in 
Burma, very little American goods 
is available. The typical mission- 
aries* house, ma^e for two, is a cross 
between native and English archi- 
tecture. Each side is occupied by 
I one worker, with a comnum apart 
ment in the center. Th(S bathrooia 
is a tin sprinkling arrangement, 
with a sloping floor off which the 
water drains. Venetan blinds ar«' 
used instead of glass windows. The 
walla never reach the ceiling. Mis- 
sionaries are given a short summer 
vacation in the hills during April 
and May, the disagreeable part of 
the year. After five year's work, 
they may have a year's leave of ab- 
aenee with full pay. 

Miss Miller, through interviews 
with returned missionaries and with 
Burmese delegates to tbe Bapti: t 
convention at Des Moines, has 
learned much eoneemlng the Burma 
people. 

The Burmese, of whom there arc 
12,000.000, are a cross between the- 
Chinese and Hindu races. They arc 
a happy-go-lucky sort of people, 
ftond of ainging. dancing and drama. 
The women are not aeeltided aa in 
other Asiatic countries. Rice and 
tobacco are the cbief products. 
Women amoke as much as men. 1 1 
a aMMa It la the U. S. of Asia — ^the 
get-Tlcih-qiilck-eoinitry — on aeeonnt 
of its great natural resources, rubies, 
gold, oriental goods, and tropical^ 
fruits. Insects swarm in everything," 
for the Burmese, since they arc 
Brahnmm. will d e att o y mo animal 
life. * Yet they do not heaitata to 
buy meat of butchers. Their plan of 
eating would suit many an American 
i)oy — at five a. m. they have "little 
breakfast." and at eleven "big 
breakfast." After a two-honrs' 
siesta at noon, they have early tea, 
at five o'clock formal tea, dinner at 
eight, and supper at bed time. lii 
the Burmese written language, there 
m BO rowelB and no apace between 
the words; they write fraai ri^t to 
left, thus making it very dtHwil t 
for a foreigner to learn. 

The Karens, or hill people, the 
first Inhabitnnts of the country, are 
more open to Chrlstluity tlutn the 
others. A tradition was hM among 
them that once their race had had 
the pure and undefiled religion; tbat 
by some mischance the Word was 
lost, and that some day a white man 
would come and bring it back to 
them. When Adoniram Judson, the 
first missionary to Burma, came in 
1812, they received- him as this long- 
looked-for aaan. *

Riga, Latvia.— LItte groups of Rus-

All hope to get back to 
the United States. 

These emigrants, according to Amer- 
ican consular officials; who hear their 
stories and have to tell them there Is 
not much chance for them to get 
back, are greatly disappointed with 
what they found in the ''promised 
hind." 

They tell of starvation and long 
rides in trains so packed with people 
that there is scarcely room to breathe. 

Besideo those who have succeeded 
to gettlBg to Latfla, there are nany 
others who have writt^ frienda in 
Riga asking for money from America. 

Tile Moscow correspondent of the 
Riga- Rundschan, writes as follows 
about the Boaftan-AaMrteuHi taialde 
the coontnr: 

"The numbers of Rnsslan commu- 
nists t^xpelled from ^n^^rlca. who with 
wry faces are selling their last goods 
and chattels on the Moscow market 
places, are increasing every day. 

"The aoTlet gorenuMBt la dstaff Ita 
utmost to keep these people above 
water by giving them even whole fac- 
tories to nin and manage. But as 
these factories are very much run 
down, even Amtfican spirit and en- 
eify ia not aolllcie&Uy strong to aet 
them fn operation. 

"A little better off are those of the 
Immigrants who have managed to take 
with them from America their tools 
or goods produced by their trade. Such 
people are doing a Mfp toHtoHB anff' 
can afford to live well. ThH* one 
party of emigrants has succeeded in 
installing a small sewing factory con- 
taining about SOO sewing machines. 

"Formerly the aovlet government 
aimply^ would have eonflaoated tbio 
lucrative enterprise, bnt at iHresenf 
the government is a little wary, the 
more so as in this case they have to 
do'with immigrants whom they make 
a point of treating with tbe greatest 
pesatole eowteay and codfddwattoB.

Druggists in Kentucky who sell 
patent medicines which have been 
advertised by itinerant medical 
oompanlee from a imgtm or other 
place in the street, where the com- 
panies state that they themselves 
do not sell the medicine adv'ertised, 
but name the druggists from which 
it can be obtained, legally are lia- 
ble to be regarded as members of 
the traveling troupes, and as such, 
are subject to prosecution. Elwood 
Hamilton, attorney for the State 
Board of Health, has InforsMd the 
Board in an opinion prepared at the 
request of Dr. J. N. McCormick, di - 
rector of the Bureau of Sanitation. 

The opinion quotes the provision 
of the statute which declares that a 
druggist ''beeomas personally liable 
for t<he statutory penalty ff he perr 
mitp one who is not a registered 
pharmacist to vend medicines," and 
states that, for the purposes of 
prosecution, it would not be neces- 
sary to show that the artleles were 
delivered to the offendiilg druggist 
by the company if it could be shown 
that the articles were sold by the 
druggist, and that the druggist and 
the ItlBentiit epmpaiiT lad a mu- 
tual interest in the sale.
